2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for allowance of the claims is that the claimed method for detection 
and measurement of a targeted biological sample includes optically encoded microbead that 
comprises both a capture ligand and bioagent-specific antibody. This limitation is not taught or 
fairly suggested by the cited prior arts of record. Applicant's arguments regarding the rejections 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, are persuasive and thus the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 
1 12, second paragraph, are withdrawn.
